WRM1 FINALLY TRANSMITTING 

We have discussed Jefl White's Radio Miami International operation in several prior Clandestine 
Profile columns. For some lime he has been providing an outlet for numerous anti-Castro quasi- 
clandestine programs through bulk airtime purchase arrangements with licensed USA shortwave 
broadcasters. Jeff simultaneously has been constructing his own transmitter in southern Florida, 
primarily designed to broadcast the quasi-clandestine programming that has been brokered 
through Radio Miami International. There have been lengthy repeated delays in the startup of 
his new transmitter, which carries a WRMI callsign. For instance, at the 1992 Monitoring Times 
convention in Atlanta, WRMI's imminent plans for broadcasting were discussed at the 
convention's clandestine session. One year later at the 1993 Monitoring Times convention in 
Atlanta, the identical subject was discussed. During this twelve month interval, no WRMI 
broadcasting was heard. 

ACE Publisher Rob Keeney of Kansas was among the first DX-ers to finally hear this station 
with actual activity. He logged WRMI at (and before) 2100 UTC on November 13. The station 
was transmitting a continuous test loop announcement on 9955 kHz, [ thank Rob for his quick 
phone tip that allowed me to also catch this lest. The announcement consisted of Jeff White 
reading a repeating loop of a little less than three minutes duration, with station ID's in English 
and Spanish followed by a test tone. Jeff announced that WRMI was testing. He invited 
reception reports via Post Office Box 526852, Miami, Florida 32152. 

Rob Keeney called the station and spoke with Jeff, who indicated that this was the second test 
broadcast from the new WRMI transmitter. In "Fine Tuning" ^714, longtime friend of ACE 
Mike Harvester of North Carolina says that he heard the earlier initial test at 2125 UTC on 
November 1 1 (also on 9955 kill). Mike wrote in this month to say hello to all ACE members. 
He is reorienting his career at the moment after retirement from the military, and he probably 
will resume more active DX-ing when the dust settles. This fine WRMI catch indicates that for 
a currently intermittent DX-er, he's doing pretty well! 

Jeff While has been a very good verifier of reception reports. However, the deadline for this 
month's ACE came prior to my receipt of a full WRMI schedule or a QSL. By next month we 
should have this information. In the mean time, 9955 kHz is a good spot to check out. It is 
possible that WRMI could be in full scheduled operation by the time that you read this. 

Buth Rob and I noted clearly audible signals from the WRMI (est. but the station's signal 
strength was noticeably below average at my Cleveland QTH, particularly by the booming signal 
standards of most USA shortwave broadcasters. The WRMI test signal was clearly below levels 
that I usually hear from its adjacent channel anti-Castro clandestine peers, specifically La Voz 
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del CID un 9941.7 klh and Kadio Caiman on 9965 kHz. Jell' While indicated lu kub dial we 
arc hearing WRMI oil' lhe back end of die transmitter's directional beam heading, so die 
relatively modest signals are no great suprise. 

As hi November 21, both CID and Caiman arc Slill Subject lu heterodyne Doise jamming from 
Cuba. I noticed no jamming on 9955 kHz during die WRMI tests. Bui. once the station 
maintains regularly scheduled program broadcasts, il would suprise no one if a jamming 
transmitter appears un 9955 kHz. 

As you check out this new station, lei us know wlial you hear! 1 am sure thai we will have an 
update on this evolving news in the January 1994 issue of "The ACE," 

TKUMMFX FOLLOW-UP QN IIAVKILKO JAMMERS 

We are all pleased lo hear from ACE member Kirk Trummel of Missouri. Several limes in the 
past we have printed Vince llavrilko's logs of loud bubble jamming Iraiismiuers iJuit he hears 
from his European QTH in Germany. These jammers are sometimes targeted at licensed 
broadcasters. But, more often than not, a loud bubble jammer in Vince's receiver is a good sign 
thai a Middle Eastern clandestine station is operating underneath. 

Kirk comments on a jamming signal thai Vince heard on 7470 kHz at 1845 UTC. We ordinarily 
cannot hear either this jammer or its intended target on 41 meters from North America at our 
local early afternoon time of day. But, Vince speculated in the September ACE that the target 
of this jammer could be China, which Kirk admits is scheduled on this frequency at 1830 UTC 
in Italian to Europe. 

On die oilier hand. Kirk Trummel reminds us that the clandestine station "Voice of the Mojahed, 
Sede-ye Mojalied" is simultaneously scheduled on this frequency at that time in Farsi. The 
clandestine uses 7470 kHz between 1400-1900 and 0200-0600 UTC, according to BBCMS 
information printed by Hans Johnson in his excellent October "Listener's Notebook" column in 
NASWA's "The Journal." Il is possible (or maybe likely) thai the clandestine (not China) is the 
target of Vince's bubble jammer. 

Kirk accurately points out thai this clandestine can be audible in North America at various times. 
The BBCMS daia (via Monitorin g Times) that Hans referred lo in NASWA lists die station's 
schedule as 1400-1900 and 0200-0800 UTC on 5740. 5870, 6005, 6270, 6520, 6560, 6780. 
7000, 7180. 7470. 8840, 9060, 9240. and 9640 kHz. They claim a television service al 1 100 
and 1930 UTC, but BBCMS does not indicate what channel is used. BBCMS speculates that the 
anti-Iran clandestine is "believed to eminate from transmitters in Iraq." The sponsoring 
organization is called "Mojahedin-e Khalq.' I cannot confirm or deny that some of their 
broadcasts could be in Farsi, but BBCMS has logged them in "Persian." 

Vince Havrilko sends in another batch of bubble jammer logs from Germany this month. All 
were heard on various mid-October dales on Vince's Japan Radio Corporation NRD-515. He 
heard jammers on 5740 kHz al 1843, 6510 kHz at 1801, 6770 kHi at 1801, 7000/7020 kHz at 
1827, and 9240 kHz at 1849, All of these jammers match lhe aforementioned operating schedule 
for die Voice of the Mojahed. 

Vince reports one additional bubble jammer on October 10 at 1635 UTC on 4650 kHz, which 
he speculates is targeted at an Iran/Iraq clandestine station. 

LAYQZDELCffi 

In last month's column we discussed a Miami ikiaM newspaper article which claimed that there 
is a cash flow crunch at La Voz del CIO, which could cause reductions in this and-Castro 
clandesline's schedule. Vince Havrilko says that he still hears them well from Germany on 
6305.7 kHz around 0700 UTC. I checked the bands al 1500 UTC on November 20 and around 
0100 UTC on November 21 before typing this column. I found that CID's 9941.7 kHz signal 
is still iliac as usual. I still see occasional reports thai they are using 11940 kHz. So, CID is 
Still with us. despite the alleged drought in Iheir bank account.

RADIO FREE B ERKELEY 

Last month wc discussed local bay area FM pirates Radio Free Berkeley and San Francisco 
Liberation Radio. Although J do not believe that he is a member of ACE, we thank "Numero 
Uno* publisher and veteran DX-er John Herkimer of New York. He sent in an article about 
Radio Free Berkeley that appeared in the October 24 Sunday edition of the New York limes. 
You might want to check out this article at your local library. 

The Times says that Radio Free Berkeley's operator. Stephen Dunifer, uses a mobile five watt 
transmitter that broadcasts into a ten foot antenna. Dunifer also promotes "micro-power 
broadcasting" by selling dozens of radio transmitter kits. Some of the kits are used by local FM 
pirates in Manhattan. Another one is used by "Ragged Mountain Liberation Radio," a mobile 
Connecticut FM pirate. Despite the fact that the FCC levied a $20,000 fine against him, Dunifer 
continues his broadcasting activities, Thelunej says that Dunifer has future plans for operation 
of a powerful "short-wave apparatus of several hundred watts." If he does this, it obviously 
would considerably extend the range of Radio Free Berkeley. We ought to keep this in mind as 
a possible future pirate DX target. 

Dunifer is an advocate for low power (e.g. 10 watt) community FM broadcasting. He opposes 
FCC policy that now precludes licensed low power FM broadcasting in (he USA. The Tjmja 
says that Radio Free Berkeley airs public service announcements for organizations such as a 
local bay area Unitarian church, so we properly should catagorize the station as a pirate rather 
than a clandestine. 

TWO EUROPEAN DX PUBLICATIONS 

Andrew Yoder occasionally refers to tile "Pirate Chat" Europirate bulletin in his ACE column. 
But. since ACE member Eric Suter of Virginia sent in a copy of their September 1993 issue, 
let me mention it here. The bulletin mainly covers medium wave, shortwave, and FM Europirate 
activity. There is a North American pirate column edited by our own Eric Suter. A few technical 
articles are sprinkled in. The September issue included plans for construction of a medium wave 
loop antenna, some schemes for homebrew FM antennas, and a two page analysts 6f medium 
wave propagation. Unlike ACE, Pirate Chat omits clandestine station coverage. Annual dues are 
£10 pounds sterling, with samples available for £1 . The Pirate Chat address is 12 Dor man Road, 
Preston, England PR2 6AS, United Kingdom, 

Another European bulletin is not very well known in North America: "Radio Von Unten. " It 
bills itself as "the alternative media magazine.* The publication reminds me of a slick version 
of Glenn Hauser's "Review of International Broadcasting." The bulletin gives very heavy 
coverage to alternative radio programming, most of which is heard on shortwave. All issues 
contain some coverage of pirates and clandestines, including information from European 
clandestine expert Mathias Kropf, The main downside of this interesting publication is that it is 
written in German. If the language barrier is no obstacle for you, subscriptions with airmail 
delivery are available for 59 German Marks. Write to Radio Von Unten, Verlag Rainer Pinkau, 
Weendcr Strasse 30, 37073 Gouingen, Germany. 

ZUNDEL 



In the November ACE I solicited comments on whether Ernst Ziindel's "Voice of Freedom" can 
be properly characterized as far right and/or fascist. ACE member Harald Kulil of Germany 
writes in to report that he repeatedly heard Zundel's now defunct German broadcast that 
formerly was on the schedule of WWCR. Harald confirms from this old program that "there's 
absolutely no doubt that this guy spreads fascist ideas and views." 

Two other sources who requested anonymity, both inside and outside ACE, remind us that 
Ziindel has been kicked off other stations besides WWCR. We previously mentioned in ACE 
that Zundel had to switch his relay network that carries his satellite TV program. A similar 
controversy is currently ongoing in Europe as Zundel attempts to secure a satellite feed for that 
continent. Zundel is also running into some obstacles as he makes plans to extend his shortwave 
radio coverage, He has been rejected so far by stations in at least three countries during attempts 
to establish radio programming relay relationships: Italy, Equatorial Guinea, and the UK. 
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Your comments oji Zundel's clandestine broadcasting are still very welcome. My own judgment 
is that he is clearly 10 die political right of stations like the Voice of Tomorrow and American 
Dissonant Voices, believe if or not. 



Every once in a while I receive an inquiry about an address for Radio Caiman. I got multiple 
requests at the Atlanta Monitoring Times convention. The latest issue of Gerry Dexter's 
"Clandestine Confidential" newsletter once again summarizes the unfortunate situation that still 
prevails. Even though the station has operated with a fine 31 meter signal for many years, 
nobody has ever uncovered firm details about the station's address or sponsoring organization. 
The conventional wisdom in DX circles has long maintained that Radio Caiman is probably an 
ami-Castro operation of USA intelligence agencies, bul no absolute documentation of this has 
ever surfaced in public. 

I had some interesting conversations with Cuban clandestine expert John Santosuosso when he 
turned over die Monitoring Times "Outer Limits' column to me. John claims that he owns the 
only Radio Caiman QSL that was ever issued, but he is understandably vague about the details 
behind his acquisition of dus unique item. The rest of us still list Caiman in the generic 
"mystery" clandestine category. 

While this is a long shot, 1 have decided to make a public offer. If you uncover a bona-fide 
address for Radio Caiman, and if you send it in to ACE for publication in this column, I offer 
a prize: one year subscriptions to both 'The ACE* and "Monitoring Times". If you already 
subscribe to either or both, I'll extend your subscriptions for 12 months. This prize is being 
funded out of my own pocket, not out of (he ACE treasury or Bob Grove's wallet. 

I unfortunately am afraid that this contest will not do much good, but you now have some 
motivation to get involved in detective work. When you Find an address, send it in!

I received an unsoliciied and highly unusual promotional package that appears to have come 
from the Sangean Company in South E! Monte, California. The package contained a nice set of 
portable headphones that can be folded and stored in a plastic box that is about the size of a 
cassette tape case. Two tiny earpiece-style headphone microphones were also included, as were 
two plastic box antenna connector assemblies for attaching longwire antennas through portable 
receiver antenna jacks. The package contained only one piece of printed material: a quote from 
the April 13, 1992 issue of "Forbes" magazine. The very strange two paragraph Forbes piece 
discussed people who claimed that their minds are controlled by radio waves, claiming that the 
controllers were at the CIA or the FCC. 

I thank whoever sent me the nice collection of equipment accessory samples, but I am still 
scratching my head in puzzlement about the FCC/CIA mind control article. The package was 
postmarked in California at the actual location of Sangean and stamped with die company's 
actual return address, but there was no literature enclosed from Sangean.

In a pinch, write to one of the primary maildrops but don't 
hold your breath. 

Do not expect a 'drop to pay for your QSL; enclose adequate postage .Jthree mint 
first class stamps) for forwarding and reply. Do not Bend a SASE unless specifically 
requested by the station. Outside the USA enclose some IRCs; if no IRCs are 
available, send a dollar or two. 

Announcing a maildrop is not a guarantee of response; don't blame the 'drop if you 
never hear from the station, 'droperators are not QSL Managers, they only handle 
mail. Broadcasters should keep their promises. 

Avoid asking about location; it's a dumb question that Operators only answer to 
mislead correspondents. Most, however, will answer questions about power or 
equipment, and appreciate your technical observations, bandecans and cassette 
recordings.
